steps to achieve them. 


A secret meeting somewhere in the Atlantic ocean 


between the American president and the British prime 
minister was the source of their declaration, which car- 
rio.d as its basic prelude to peace "the final destruction 
of i.he Nazi tyranny." 


Sftretary of State Hull, at his press conference, re- 


fused to discuss possible courses of action but did re- 
mark the general statement reflected principles which 
had long been accepted by civilized countries before, 
as he put it, some nations set out on a movement to es- 
tablish rule based on barbarism and savagery. 


Attending the conferences between Mr. Roosevelt

RED FORCES^TRAPPED IN

BERLIN,

Nazi high command announced to- 
day that Odessa, Russian port on 
the Black Sea, had been encircled 
by Rumanian forces In collabora- 
tion with the drive of German, Ital- 
ian and Hungarian troops in the 
Southern Ukraine.

The measure, passed by the sin- 


gle vote margin of 203 to 302 In 
the House Tuesday, would author- 
ize the President to retain seloo- 
teos, national guardsmen and re- 
servists for a total of two and a 
half years. Regular enlisted men, 
who signed up for a threu-year pe- 
riod, could be held for four and a 
half years.

Interlarded amidst the dark dis- 
patches from Great Britain appear 
frequent bright allusions to the glo- 
rious effects of the calamities upon 
human 
character. Heroes 
have 


emerged from the fiery trial. The 
British people, and some of the 
other victims of Gerrrian ruthless- 
ness, have attained a level of cour- 
age and unselfishness and endur- 
ance and brotherly democracy such 
as never in all their history has 
been seen before. Cities and homes 
may have been devastated, but the 
spirits of men and women have 
been refined and strengthened and 
ennobled. 
Such Is the paradox of suffering. 


Tribulation both reveals and trans- 
forms. The world comes to salva- 
tion only by way of its calvaries. 
The mystery of pain has baffled the 
ages; and It b'affles us. But we do 
know, from experience and from 
difficult circumstances. "All sun- 
shine makes the desert," says the 
Arab 
proverb. 
Suffering 
seems 


inseperable from salntliness. "The 
blood of the martyrs is the seed 
of the Church." 
I subscribee to an information 
service which sweeps the world ho 
rlzon of religious conditions, and 
some of its reports are thrilling. 
They tell of a new profoundlty of 
interest on the part of Christian 
leaders everywhere. The fidelity 
and sacrifice of the churches that 
are now under the yoke of oppres 
slon stir the reader. The spread of 
new tolerance and catholicity and 
cooperation of the long-divided ma- 
jor branches of Christendom give 
\ glimpse of the new day when 
the Church may truly become one. 
In the dark valley of affliction the 
peoples of God are anew finding 
their souls. We get our word "trib- 
ulation" from the Latin "tribulum," 
or threshing .sledge, such as is still 
used In tho Holy Land; tribulation 
Is a threshing out of the good grain 
from the husks. 


A Plain Book for Plain People. 
It Is the forthright fisherman 
Peter who writes this letter that Is 
our Lesson text, with Its clear 
counsel upon Christian character 
under trial. Unlike Paul, or Luke, 
he was no school-trained literary 
man; the hand that for years had 
hauled nets and cleaned fish was 
not habituated to the pen. He be- 
came one of those powerful writ- 
ers, like John Bunyan, whom ex- 
perience had taught deeply; so he 
wrote simple and strongly and 
clearly. Out of his early provincial- 
ism he had been led into a shep- 
perd's concern for the whole flock 
of God. It is of interest that this 
letter was written 
"to the stran- 


gers" whom he had never met, con- 
. verts of Paul scattered over Asia 
Minor. This simple fact is a pro- 
found exhortation to all Christians 
to develop a sympathy extending 
for beyond their own congregations 
or denominations. 


Some of Paul's letters, as Peter 
remarks in one place, are tought 
reading. 
The 
ordinary person 


finds them hard to grasp, Not so 
with Peter's epistles. They are In 
plain words for plain people. Any- 
ibody can get Peter's meaning at a 
first reading. And he deals with 
the problems of everyday living 
His counsel is all designed to forti- 
|fy tho souls of everyday 'folk 


Unto Death. 
There was a Hitler 
in Peter's 


day, and his name was Nero, the 
cruel emperor of Rome, His per- 
secution 
of the Christians 
was 


worse than anything his modern 
successor has devised. Ho threw 
them to the wild beasts 
of the 
arena; daubed them 
with 
pitch 


and lighted them as torches, and 
devised all sorts of tortures. This 
was the "fiery trial" that confront- 
ed the Christians to whom Peter 
wrote. His message was meant to 
fortify them for martyrdom, and 
other woes. 
They proved faithful unto death. 


Soon the words "witnesses" and 
"martyrs" 
became 
synonymous, 


There developed among the early 
disciples an almost fanatical zeal 
to be partakers of Christ's suffer- 
ings. Their Lord had died on a

That 1* 
to say, Stalin's immediate busi- 
ness is to keep the war going un- 
til winter comes to his aid.

Cotton production, on one of the 
•mallest acreages on record for 
•Texas, was forecast at 2,572,000 
biles, compared with 3,234,000 In 
1940 and the 1930-39 average of 3,- 
766,000 bales. 
Prospective corn, production In- 
creased with favorable July weath- 
er and a crop was apparently as- 
sured on most of the late acreage. 
Production was estimated at 74,- 
428,000 bushels, an average of 16. S 
bushels per acre. 
This may be 


•compared -with the excellent 1940 
crop of 90,324,000 bushels. 
Further decline In wheat pro- 


duction occurred because of har- 
vesting difficulties In early July 
and much of the grain Is of rel- 
_«tffely low milling quality. Prc- 
auetlon was estimated on Aug. 1 
at 35,420,000 bushels, compared with 
40,260,000 on July 1, but this still 
'exceeds the 29,355,000 bushels in 
1940. 
Grain sorghum acreage is esti- 
mated at 3,533,000 acres. The aver- 
age yield was estimated on Aug. 1 
at 16.5 bushels per acre and pro- 
duction at 58,294,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 13.0 and 46,397,000 bush- 
els in 1940. 
Much of the rice acreage 'is very 
late, 'some was nearly mature on 
Aug. 
1, but prospects improved 
•lightly during July so that pro-

lion-dollar housing program was

contracts, but said that It did not 
contend "that any of the officials 
were dishonest." 


Making a progress report to the' 
senate, the committee, appointed 


to Investigate the defense pro- 
gram, termed "conservative" 
an 


earlier war department estimate 
that $100,000,000 could have been 
saved by advance planning for 
the 229 construction projects In 
which the expanded army 
was 
housed. 


The committee said that a May 


31 estimate of the totnl cost of 
the camps wan $730,290,703 com- 
pared with advance estimates of 
>444,M5,816, with an average cost 
per man of $626, exclusive of the 
cost of land. Supplemental require- 
ments, the committee added, would 
bring the total cost of the program, 
to approximately $1,000,000,000. 
"The principal renson," the com- 
mittee reported, "for the Inability 
to make proper estimates and for 
the undue expense of the program 
was the lac kof adequate plans and 
the failure to use such Informa- 
tion as was available."

Calcium arsenate, ordinarily used 
to poison these Insects, ia not read- 
ily available this year, necessitat- 
ing the use 
of other 
materials 


such as suggested below by the A. 
and M. College entomologists. 


The only poisons recommended 
as entirely aafe to use are calcium 
arsenate or lead arsenate, the lat- 
ter being so expensive as to be im- 
practical so long as calcium arsen- 
ate can be obtained. Either may 
be dusted or sprayed. If dusted, 
from five to eight pounds per acre 
of either should be applied, 
de- 


pending upon the size of the cot- 
Ion, The best time for application 
is in the early morning when the 
due is on the plants and when the 
air Is usually quite. 
If to be applied as a spray, three 


pounds of cither material should 
be mixed with fifty gallons water 
and this mixture kept well agitated 
during: the application. 
Paris green or London purple 


are apt to prove injurious to cotton 
and are not advised if the other 
materials can be obtained. If they 
must be used, four parts of hydrat- 
ed lime should be thoroughly mix- 
ed with one pound of either pois- 
on for dry application, this amount 
to cover an acre, or 11-2 pounds 
of the lime mixed with 11-2 pounds 
of either poison in fifty gallons 
water as a spray. 
White arsenic, a mixture of white 
arsenic and dry lime, or white ar- 
senic boiled in water with sal soda 
or caustic soda, are almost certain 
to burn the cotton and the ento- 
mologist of A. and >I. College 
strongly advise against their use. 


Spraying Apparatus. 


In 
applying the materials in 
spray form, any manufactured ma- 
chinery suitable for the purpose 
may bo used. Growers in many 
sections improvise their own ma- 
chinery from a spray pump at- 
tached to a barrel, with plumbing 
pipe used to form a boom, supplied 
with tees and nozzles to direct a 
spray downward over each of three 
or five rows. These are generally 
satisfactory for control of the leaf 
worm and are not expensive. 


Likewise, manufactured dusting 


machinery is best for making dry 
application. 
However, 
for 
leaf 


worm control, other cheaper and 
more 
primatlvo methods of 
ap- 


plication are usually effective. The 
simplest form is a cheesecloth bag, 
filled with the poison and shaken 
over the rows as one walks along. 
One tied to each end of a pole to 
hang over respective rows, 
and 
shaken as one walks between the 
rows/ or held over a saddle as one 
rides on horseback, a stick being 
used to hit the pole and cause the 
poison to dust from the bags, en- 
ables one to accomplish the work 
more rapidly. * Still another effec- 
tive method Is to

So says Dr. Roger W. Truesdail, 


nutritional expert and president of 
Truesdail laboratories here. He re- 
turned yesterday by air from con- 
ferences with chemists and execu- 
tives of the federal security ad- 
ministration 
In Washington. 


."Within a short time," he de- 


clared, "a new capsule containing 
all the known 'b complex' factors 
Is expected to be ready. With it 
can be combined A and C vita- 
mins, thus assuring required vi- 
tality, resistance and other health 
elements." 


Such a capsule, Dr. Truesdail 


explained, probably will be wel- 
comed since it will permit soldiers 
to eat almost anything they please. 
With all the nutritional require- 
ments fulfilled by the capsules, 
hardtack can be replaced by ener- 
gy-building

corbohydrate 


foods, fats and the like. 


"Defense activity and its needs 


have created new interests in the 
fields of chemistry, nutrition and 
drugs," th 36-year-old scientist con- 
tinued. "This may result in dis- 
coveries of immense benefit to 
civilian populations of the future."
